Municipal Health Problems 
Dr. Whitelaw in discussing ‘‘Muni- 
cipal Health Problems” commented 


on the inadequacy of the remunera- 
tion of medical officers of health ex- 
cept in the larger cities and towns, and 
said that the only practical solution of 
the dfflculty was to have for each dis- 
trict A physician appointed to give his 
whole time to looking after the gen- 
eral health and welfare of the people, 
1 living salary being provided for his 
services A resident sanitary officer, 
who need not be a medical man, and 
who would work under the district 
health officer's direetion, should be 
supplied by each of the smaller cen- 
tres of population. Pointing out that 
associated with the necessity for pro- 
viding adequately for the proper car- 
rying out of the Public Health Act an 
additional responsibility rested upon 
each municipality to provide hospital 
accommodation for the local needs, Dr.

Want Moratorium Amended. 
On the motion of Alderman John 


McNeil, Calgary, seconded by F. R. 
Marwood, president of the board of 
trade, Lethbridge, it was resolved: 


“That in the opinion of this conven- 
tion the Moratorium provisions should 
“pply only to soldiers and sailors ac- 
tually enlisted in the overseas naval 
and military forces or in the armies 


and navies of His Majesty the King, 
and of ov allies,and that the Mora- 
torium Act should be so amended 


that it will apply only to men enlisted 
as above; and that in order to facili- 
tate the carrying out of tax sales ,sol- 
diers’ and sailors’ property be not ex- 
cluded from the list, but that such 
bona-fide soldiers and sailors should 
be given until eighteen months after 
the conclusion of the war to redeem 
their property, and that such redemp- 
tion be arranged so that the costs at- 
tached will be borne by the respective 
cities ,towns, and villages. 
For Equal Pensions 

Alderman J. M. M4cDonald moved 
and Mayor Holmes seconded: ‘That in 
the judgment of this convention the 
dominion pension law should be revised 
and each and every soldier be put on 
an equality as to pension, excepting in 
the cases of professional soldiers who 
have educated themselves for military 
office,” 

Mayor Hardie, mentioning that his 
two sons had enlisted as privates, al- 
though he could have obtained com- 
missions for them, said it would not 
be true patriotism to differentiate in 
pensions, He declared that young 
men would not enlist because they 
could not get commissions. 

On a vote the resolution was carried. 


Tax Enforcement 
On the motion of J. D. Saunders, 
Camrose, seconded by J. B. Holden, 


Vegreville, it was agreed to appoint a 
committee to investigate other pos- 
sible methods of tax enforcement pro- 
ceedings and to confer with the de- 
partment of municipal affairs as to a 
remedy. 

Discounts Upset Price 

On the motion of R. J. Campbell, 
Carstairs, seconded by J. BE. Welton, 
it was recommended that the govern- 
ment make provision for villages to 
allow a discount for taxes on a similar 
basis as permitted by towns. 

A resolution in favor of any village 
or town having the opportunity of 
putting an upset price at any tax or 
tax enforcement sale equal to all taxes 
and costs against any parcel of land 
Was passed on the motion of H. H. 
Halliday, seconded by Thos. RB. Me- 
Clellan. 

Against Outside Recruiting 

Alderman J. M. MacDonald, 
monton, moved and Mayor N, 
Claresholm seconded, a resolution 
which was adopted, asking the minis- 
ter of militia that no transfer of men 
trom local to outside battalions be per- 
mitted, and that no battalions organ- 
ized outside the province be permitted 
to recruit men in the province until 
all local battalions are up to full 
strength. 

On the motion of J. 
Tofield, the department of municipal 
affairs was requested to change the 
present form of assessment and tax 
roll by the addition of column 
headed “legal costs.” 

N. Freeman, Lethbridge, moved and 
Mayor Hardie, Lethbridge, seconded a 
resolution that the government be 
petitioned to make such changes in 
the law respecting money by-laws 
that would legalize the advertising of 
money by-laws during the period of 
consideration by the board of utilities, 
subject to their final approval. 

A resolution by Alderman McDonald 
asking for the appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the tax systems 
in operation in the proyince in view 
of the preparation of the model city 
charter, was defeated.

Ramsey was accorded a hearty 
vote of thanks for what was terme t 
his definition of a secholar's require- 
ments: “trained intelligence with «a 
sub-stratum of character.” 

Talks of High School Graduate, 

In the high school section, J. EB, 
Brown, manager of Revillon Whole- 
sale, Ltd., gave an address on “What 
a Business Man Expects of a High 
School Graduate. In the first place, 
Mr. Brown asked if the high schools 
prepared young men and women for 
life so that they could make a success 
of the business? He could only answet 
by considering the product that was 
turned out. From his observation and 
experience, there might be an improve- 
ment, because it took a good number 
of them quite a while to get” their 
bearings in the organization of life be- 
fore they were much good, If sue- 
cess and proficiency were to be the alm 
of education, they must stop general- 
ization and begin specialization, 
Society needed men for a thousand 
varied pursuits in life, yet the average 
high sehool, which was the finishing 
school for the great majority, gave 
them all the same dope, Children 
had been turned over to the teachers 
to prepare for the different walks of 
life and for a century the same course 
of instruction had been followed, The 
only initiative had been taken by men 
and women who had learned by ex- 
perience that they needed more prac- 
tical work done and had tried to get 
it introduced into the schools, | Cer- 
tainly they had manual training and 
domestic science, and these were a 
step in the right direction, but how 
theoretical some of it was, and how 
far from the things that were done 
were the things which were learned. 
Their entire system of training and 
schooling was sadly behind the times 
so far as state organization and control 
was concerned, As proof of this they 
had only to observe individual cases 
where the pupil had been taken from 
the timé-worn system of schooling and 
given special training to nit him for his 
life's work, He cared not whether it 


was doing professional, scientifie, 
agricultural or vocational lines, In 
the highly organized centres they 


would find mere boys and girls fitting 
positions of a teehnical nature tn 
science and manufacturing, where they 
were responsible for larger interests, 
also were striplings handling large 
interests of a most intri e character 
in financial and commercial concerns, 
Why’ Because they had made ua 
study of this particular thing and in 
the time it would take them to go 
through an average high school or 
college course, in which they would 
have got a smattering of a dozen sub- 
jects, they had mastered one, and were 
able to develop it to success. In the 
present time of intense living it was 
not possible to take the time or stand 


the expense f going to sehool until 
they were or 30, but they were 
foreed out to 1 their living from 
15 to 20 years. The state should 
recognize this and prepare the youth
